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ed amorg the Hetrurians rendered them 
gloomy and cruei. Their prietts marched 
at the head of their armies with torches 
and ferpents in their hands : the barbarous 
combats of gladiators, which the Greeks 
beheld with fuch abhorrence, bad their 
rife among the Hetrurians; ard as thele 
combats were performed at their funerals, 
they were the gl omy fubjeéts which the 
fculptors reprefented on the tepulchral 
urns. While a fleeping Eadymion, a cho- 
rus of B cchanals, an amorous ttory, or 
a nuptial featt, were the gav imuiges that 
were defigned to loften the dilimal alpect 
of death on the urns of the Romans. He- 
truria becume a Roman province in the 
year of Rome 474, and upon this occafion 
abeve two thoutand ftatues were trant{- 
ported to Rome from the city of Volfini- 
um alone. This circumitance is futficient 
to thew the flourifhing ftate of {culpture 
among the Hetrurians, who continued to 
cultivate it after their fubjeétion to the 
Romans. 

The Hetrurians reprefent the firft-rate 
Civinities with wings, and nine of them 
with the thunder-bolt; Apollo, with a 
kind of white hat; Alercury, with a 
pointed heard, with fometures a helmet, 


and fometimes a tortoile, in the plece of 


bes winged cap. The Hetrurian Graces 
are dretied like thofe of the Greeks, and 
their Fens is always reprefented with a 
Pigeon or a flower in her hand. Their 
heroes have all Grecian names, and are, 
indeed, the fame with the heroes and de- 
migods of Greece; thev had, however, 
their own pecolior deities, who were dit- 
tinguithed by Hetrurian nanies. 

M. Winkelman deteribes in a circum- 
ftuntial manner, the figures, (tatue-, bas- 
reliefs, and coins of the Hetruricns that 
have furvived the ruins of tine; he points 
oul the characiers that diftinguith them 
from the monuments of Grecian genius, 


throws light on feveralinterefting part. of 


hittory und chronolosy, by his learned re. 
ficctions on thefe valuable remains, and 
dilcovers his yfual f{agacity and tafte in 
thefe curicus ard elegant difcufiens. He 
takes notice of three periods in which the 
Hetrurian &yle underwent remarkable 
chanpes ; and obferves, that fome of the 
modern artitts of that nation, 
fuch as Daniel de Volaterra, and Pietro 
ce Cortone, difcover im thei: productions, 
Or rather in their manner of defigning, 
fume remaining marks of the uniformity 
und aridiiy of {tvie that prevailed during 
the fecoud period. Even the immortal

Michae! Anpelo is not entirely exempt 


-fiom this national dete: and it has been 


fad, though perhaps with too much ‘eve- 
rity, that thote who have feen one of hie 
fgures, mav be fuid to have feen them all. 
Qur author paties slio in review the 
Samnites, Volici, and other nations who 
lived in the neiphbourhood of the 
trurians, and who had all their own art- 
its. We have ftill a confiderable nume 
ber ct the coins of ancient Campania, 
Which exhibit to the eve of the curious an 
excellent: workmanthip; as allo of the 
painted eorthen ware, which are com- 
monly called Hetrurian vales, thouoh thev 
were almoit all diliovered and dug out of 
the earth near Nola in the kingdom of 
Naples. Mr Menys, fir ft painter to the 
King of Spain, mace a collection at Nuples, 
oi above three hundred of thefe vafes. 
They are of different forms, and of all 
fizes: fome of them appear to be defion- 
ed for ule, fome for ornament, fome for 
to amule children. The tures 
that are reprefented on thefe vales, are 
eyquilitely drawn, and contain (favs our 
author) ffrokes of defion worthy of the 
pencil ot Raphael: notwo of them refeme 
ble each other, and they are all finifhedin 
the moit pertect manner; the fizures are 
of the fame colour with the vale, except 
the ground and the contours, which are 
of a blackifh kind of varnith, fimnilar to 
that which is emploved by the potters, 
Thee contours mutt bave been drawn by 
rapid ftrokes of the pencil, and, as it 
were, ina moment ; becaufe clay baked 
wn the oven, drinks up in an inftant the 
nouture of the colours, and dries the 
pencil. From this circumftance, thele ti- 
gures have derived a pecular degree of 
fire and vivecitv, and thus relemble the 
fketches of Raphael, whole contours are 
formed by one gait, or an uninterrupted 
ftroke, TThele vate: may be juftly ranked 
among the moft admirable produdions of 
jmitetive art, and a collection of thens 
mutt be efteerred as a treafure for thole 
that apply themfelves ta drawing. This 
circumftance enguged a perfon nained Piece 
tho fondi to itvitate them, aad to fell bis 
counterfeits to ftrangers for oriinals. 
Severa} perfons were duped by this inves 
nious fraud; it is, however, an ealy mate 
ter,even for thofe whoare 
to diftingufh thefe counterteits fromthe 
ancient vales, by the weight of the earth, 
and the coarfenefs of the varnifh employed 

in the former. 
The moft interefting part ef this 1"7- 
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pious and elegant work is that in which 
the learned author follows the Fine Arts 
mto Greece; and this, indeed, 1s the 
fhining part of their hiltory. Mr 
Winkelman begins here by pointing out 
the particular circumttances that contri- 
buted to the aftoniihing progrets the arts 
made in that happy country; fuch as, the 
nature of its climate, the beautv of its 
ynhabitants, its public exercifes, that li- 
herty that is the very foul of the arts and 
fciences, the high efteem in which the 
Grecians held eminent artifts, who, du- 
ring their lives, converfed with philoto- 
phers and heroes, and, after death, had 
their ftatues placed near thofe of monarchs 
aud demigods, and the rich and honoura- 
ble prizes that were diftributed at Del- 
phos, Corinth, and other places, by dif- 
cerning and impartial judges, to thofe 
who excelled in the arts, more efpecially 
jn Painting. Befices thefe particular cir- 
cuniftances, (fome of which have been 
formerly mentioned*), it is proper to 
obferve, that the objects on which the 
arts were employed, and the purpoles 
they were defigned to ferve in Greece, 
contributed, in an efpecial manner, to 
earry them to the hiohett dearees of per- 
fection. For the Greeks, plain, modeft, 
and ftudious of fimplicity in private life, 
difplaved their magnificence only in their 
temples, tombs, and public ftatues and 
monuments. Miltiades, Themr{tocles, 
Ariftides, and Cimon, thofe guardian- 
gods and deliverers of Greece, were not 
at all diftingui{hed from their neighbours 
by the magnificence of their houfes, or 
the richnefs of their furniture. Thus the 
Fine Arts being always eimployed on ob- 
jects of a public nature, maintained an 
wir of dignity that elevated the artift, 
and cifcovered its imprefion in ail his 
productions : and while the Grecian ci- 
ties vied with each other in adorning 
their temples with the nobleft produétions 
ef painting and fculpture, what emula- 
tion and ardor muft have fired the genius 
of the artifis employed in thefe contefts, 
when they confidered the honour of their 
refpediive cities as depending, in fome 
meaiure, on the ftrokes of their chifel, 
@r the touches of their pencil ! 
Among the Greeks fculpture rofe to 
gene before painting, and painting 
efore architeGure. The lalt of thete

three noble arts is purely ideal, and has 
no archetvpe in nature; as to painting 
and fculpture, which are arts of imitation, 
Mr Winkelman thinks that the latter 
preceded the former, for the fame realon 
that poetry preceded eloquence. Sculp- 
ture, like poetry, was employed in the 
temples in the public fervices of religion, 
It formed the objects of religious wor. 
fhip; for though the temples were adorn. 
ed with piGures, yet thele pidures do 
not appear to have been objeéts of wore 
fhip; nor have we any initance upon ree 
cord of adoration being paid by the 
Greeks to a painted figure. ' 

As it is acknowledged on all hands, 
that the arts rofe in Greece to a depree of 
perfection i which they never appeared 
in any other country, our author, in or- 
der to thew precifely in what this fuperi- 
ority of the Grecian ftyle confifts, enters 
into a curious inquiry into the e/fence of 
imitative art, both as it concerns naked 
figures and drapery. Previoufly to his 
treating of art in relation to naked figures, 
Mr Winkleman endeavours to lay down 
the true notion «: beauty, both in gene- 
ral forms, and in the mea/ures and propor- 
tions that are comprehended in them; as 
alio to fhew the difference between ideal 
and actual or individual beauty, which are 
both vifible in different produétions of 
the Grecian artifts, who fometimes drew 
their figures from living models, at other 
times from fancy, and frequently from 
both. We mutt pafs over the detail into 
which our ingenious author enters upon 
this curious fubjeét, and confine ourfelves 
to a general idea of the ,moft interefting 
matters treated of in this work, 

Mr Winkelman confiders the Grecian 
fivle in painting and fculpture under four 
periods, which comprehend all its varias 
tions. The firft period exhibits the an- 
cient ftyle, comes down as far as Phidias, 
and is dittinguithed by a harfhnefS and a- 
ridity that reigned in the ftyle of the 
Grecians, unti] that immortal arti{t ap- 
peared. The fublime flyle, for fo is that 
of the fecond period generally intitled, 
continued to characterife the Grecrat 
produétions until the times of Praziteles, 
Lyfippus, and Apelles. The /ofi and 
graceful style prevailed in the third period, 
which is that in which the arts declined. 
The fourth period reaches from their ¢&- 
cline to their downfal, and exhibits the 
fervile fiyle of copifts and imitators. MF 
Winkelman mentions fome authentic Me 
huments of theie diderent ftyles that ft 
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fubfitt, and corre&ts a miitake of D- 
Piles, who places in the clafs of true az- 
viques, thofe monuments only of ancient 
art that belong to the time of Alexander, 
and the following times fo fir down- 
wards as the reign of Phocas. He ob- 
ferves, that the antiyues which are at 
this dav to be found in the cabinets of 
the curious, are of a more ancient date 
than the reign of Alexander; and that 
no production of art later than Conftan- 
tine is efteemed worthy of that denomi- 
nation. He thews alfo, that the learned 
Montfaucon is greatly mifttaken when he 
affirms, that no produétion of Greciin 
{cuipture, ef older date than the conquett 
of Greece by the Romans, has furvived 
the ruins of time: the Padlas of the Villa 
Albani, and the Niobe of the Villa MMcedi- 
cis prove the contrary, fince they both be- 
long to the fecond period above men- 
tioned, which concluded before the reign 
of Alexander. The remarks that our in- 
penious author makes upon the refpective 
itvles of thefe four periods are worthy of 
his exquifite judgment and tatte. 

In treating of the mechanical part of 
feulpture Mr Winkelman makes feveral 
curious ob{ervations on the materials em- 
ployed by the ancient artifts. He teach- 
es us how to diftinguifh the marble of 
Paros by the finenefs of its grain, and 
that foftnefs and ductility that pives it 
the air of a milky (ub/tance. Ficoroni, 
and the greateit part of the antiquarians, 
have neglected this diftin¢tion : they 
to have had litle or no acquaintance 
with the Penthelian marble, which was 
taken out of a quarry in the neighbour- 
hood of Athens, and of which nine in ten 
of the ancient ftatues and other monu- 
ments were made. 

It is probable that the ftatues of ivory 
were turned in a kind of lathe. Phidias 
excelled particularly in that art which 
the ancients called Zu eutike, which feems 


to anfwer perfeatly to our ait of turning. 


The bas-reliefs that we find upon the 
vafes and urns of the ancients were of 
this kind of workmanihip; fuch were the 
cups of the divine Alvimedon, mentioned 
in the Eclogues of Virgil. 

The Grecian artitis wrought alfo in 
bafalze and porphyry; it is probable that 
the former was empioyed only by {culp- 
tors of the firft order, fiuce all the {ta- 
tues and urns of that fubflance, that yet 
Temain, are nobly finifhed, and in a 
beautiful flvie. The ancients had a me- 
thed of working porphyry that is new

unknown; they had found out a way of 
turning it in a lathe, and thus goviny it 
a variety of forms; whereas thofe who 
have endeavoured to imitate them, could 
never pive it any form but a evlindiical 
one. muft except Cardinal Alexander 
Albani, who turned a vafe of porphyry in 
an elliptical form, ind reduced it in his 
lathe to the thinnels of a goofe-quill, but 
employed no lefs than the {pace of thirteen 
months in the execution of this dithculs 
tafk. 

Mr Winkelman treats in a very parti- 
cular ond circumnftantial manner of the 
ftate of painting among the Greeks. He 
defcribes the imall number of ancient 
pictures thar are {till to be feen at Rome, 
in the Barberini palace, the gallery of 
the college of St Ignatius, and the cabi- 
net of Cardinal Alexander Albani; he 
palles in review the ruins of Herculane- 
um, thole of the ancient eity of Stabia in 
the neighbourhoed of Portici, and the 
tombs of Cornero near Civita Wecghia. 
Thefe defcriptions are lively and inter- 
etting, and exhibit a great variety of 
pleafing objeéts to the lovers of the Fine 
Arts. One anecdote that we find here 
deferves a particular mention, and is as 
follows. 

After many unluccef,ful attempts to 
add to the number of the ancient pictures 
at Rome by new cifcoveries, one was at 
length difcovered in the vear 1760, which 
furpafled any of that kind that had been 
formerly feen, This picture reprefents 
Jupiter fitting with a crown of laurel on 
his hcad, and leaning forwards to kifs 
Ganymede, who, with his right hand, 
pretents to the god acup adorned witha 
bas-reliefi, and holds in the other a vetlel 
fuli of ambrofia. The two figures are as 
larye as life, and the countenance of Ga- 
uymede is beautiful beyond all expreflion. 
This piture was difcovered by a French 
Chevalier, who called himfelf Diel do 
Alarfilly, and had vefided about four 
years at Rome. He found this picture on 
the infide of a wall; and after carrying 
it off piece by piece, he jomed the fepa- 
rate pieces on a ground of plafter. Some 
time after, he procured in the (ame man- 
ner two other paintings, one of which 
reprefents a dance of three women, and 
a man playing on a hautboy, and the o- 
ther the fable of Ericthonius. Thefe 
acquifitions were made in a clandeftine 
manner, and as Marfilly died fucdenly in 
the month of Aueult 1761, it is not as 
yet known from whence he drew thele 

precious 
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It appears, howe- 


fented Apollo with Hyaciathus, and a 
fourth, in which were the figuresol Nep- 
tune, Funo, Pallas, and Thetis; as alio 
that the three were fold for 3500, and 
the fourth, for 4ooo feudi. It is high!y 
probable, favs Mr Winkelman, that all 
thele pictures have been fent to England. 


Dr Tijfots directions for the treaiment of 
drowned ferfons. 


\ Henever a perfon (favs Dr Tiffot)

The 
water, our author obferves, which is 
fometimes indeed forced into the (tomach 
of a crowned perfon, is not the caule of 
Ceath: the real caufe is fuffocation, or 
an interception in the ation of breathing : 
the water which defcends into the lungs, 
during the painful ftruggles of the un- 
happy futlerer to draw breath, not only 
ftops the action of the lungs themfelves, 
but intercepts alfo the return of the 


blood from the head, and hence an apo- 


plexy is complicated with the fuffocation. 


This fecond caufe, however, the defcent 
of water into the lungs, is far from being 
geveral, as is futhciently evident from 
crile@ions: the ttoppage of refpiration 
on!y, without the additional caufe of wa- 
ter forced into the lungs, will neceflarily 


preduce futfocation and apoplexy. 


In thefe unhappy caies, the only in- 
urfued, are, to unload 
and brain, and to reftore the 
extinguithed cirenlation. To obtain thefe 
it is receijery, immediately to {trip 
tle fuiferer, to put him into a warm bed, 
and to reh him well with cry coerle lie

SIR, Little Chelfea, Nov. 19. 1765. 
T Here are many valuable matters 
thrown out in the news-papers, and 
other periodical publications, which, 
through pride, negligence, or intereft, 
or perhaps all three, do not meet with 
that attention from mankind which they 
deferve ; and the public lofes that advan- 
tage which the friendly publifher intend- 
edthem. It is to prevent as much as in 
me lies that this fhould be the cafe with 
what I am going to offer, that I have put 
my name to it; becaule how obfcure foe- 
ver a perfon may be, yet if he be a man 
of veracity, it will give what he fays 
more weight than an anonymous fignature 
poflibly can. 

I obferved in your paper [488.], that 
Mr Von Aken, an apothecary at Orebo 
in Sweden, had made trials on thirty 
people for curing the tootbach with the 
artificial load{tone. 

The relation ef fo eafy and fimple a 
method of relieving people in a pain 
avhich is fo extremely troublefome, {truck 
me, and gave me pleafure. I tried it 
therefore on feveral fubjects, and found 
it not to fai] in ene inftance, thouph the 
pain had Jafted a confiderable time in 
fome, and the teeth rotten. It is true, 
in one the pain was not removed till after 
it had by repeated applications brought 
on a plentiful falivation, which quite 
carried it off. The only direction I pave 
for the application of it, was, to put the 
north pole to the tooth, and to hold the 
bar 2s much as could be in a perpendicu- 
lar direétion to it, for about three, four, 
or five minutes, taking care to keep it on 
the tooth fome time after the pain was 
removed. This very ealy method of get- 
ting relief I cannot but recommend to e- 
very one; and therefore, Sir, I have fent 
you this; though I know fome will not 
try it, becaufe it is fo eafy. Thefe ar- 
titicial magnets may be bought in the 
fhops in London at feven pence or eight 
pence each, in a black paper cafe; they 
are generally fix inches long, aud have 
the inches marked on them. 

In the courfe of my attendance ona 
gentleman in Hampfhire, who was trou- 
bled with a dyfentery, and whom J had 
the pleafure of reftoring tu health, he in- 
formed me by letter, that his drink for 
feven years paft (the quantity of about a 
pint at dinner and as much at fupper) 
was made in this manner, viz. 

To eight galions of good {mall beer he 
pet three pounds of horle-radcith, one 


pound of garlick, and one pound of mu. 
ftard-feed boiled in it initead of hops. 

That is, in eight gallons of good wort 
boil the above ingredients inftead of hops ; 
afterwards ftrain them off, and work the 
beer, exc. as ufual. 

He fays, he firtt took it for the dropfy, 
lethargy, and fcurvy ; and finding great 
benefit by it, has continued it ever fince, 
and propofes to go on with it as long as 
he lives: for, he favs, fince he has drank 
it, he has known no illnets, but fome- 
times a little purging on catching cold, 
which alwavs till this time went off 
This account from him is near two vears 
ago, and he continues that drink ftill and 
keeps his health weil. He drinks litt!e or 
no wine. 

As I liked much the compofition of this 
beverage from what I knew of the power 
of the feveral ingredients, I have adviled 
it, and communicated the receipt to mia- 
ny perfons fince ; and have feen fuch ey- 
traordinary benefit follow the ule of it in 
{corbutic, rheumatic, and other cafes, 
that I could well judge the publication 
of it might be of fingular advantape 
to mankind, if they attended to it. IJ: 
is on that account I have tent it you, and 
I could with they would attend to it. 
is warm, but not heating; and I believe 
will agree with moft conttitutions. 

But upon reflection, I have not much 
realon to expect that people fhould attend 
to what I offer, when IT recolle& that 
many perfons have died of the bite of vi - 
pers within thefe few years, even after 
they had applied properly; notwithftand- 
ing it has been publifhed again and again 
in feveral news-papers, that warm fallad- 
oil rubbed on the part bitten, (and if 
the perfon be far pone, drank alfo), was 
an abfolute fpecific tor that, and the 
authority of the Royal Soriety quoted 
for it.

1X April 1763, the E. of B. refigned up the cabinet-counci! for the fake of 


his office of Firtt Commiffioner of the 
Treafury, and through his own recom- 
mendation was fucceeded in that depart- 
snent by Mr Grenville. The Earl of 
Sandwich, by the intereft of Mr Fox, 
now Lord Holland, took Mr Grenville’s 
feat at the head of the Admiralty. The 
seft of the adminiftration remained in 
their former places: Earl Granville, Pre- 
fident of the Council; Lord Henley, 
Lord Chancellor (or Keeper of the Great 
Seal); the Earls of Halifax and Egremont, 
Secretaries of State. 

Upon Lord B.’s return to town from 
Kouarefhorough, where he had paffed a 
month or fix weeks in the neighbourhood 


of Harrogate waters for the recovery of 


his health, he lived upon good terms with 


ail the K’s minifters, till the death of 


Earl Granville, towards the end of the 
dummer 1763. 

This was the incident which occafion- 
ed the firft material difference of opinion 
between the miniflers of that time and 
the F. of B.; the former infifting that

daily bufinefs, and the conjun@ural ne- 
cefity of doing it by the moft powerful 
auxiliaries, fuggelted to the E. of B. the 
thought of compofing a firm adminiftras 
tion by a coalition of Mr Pitt with the 
then furviving minifters; as a meafire 
rendered feemingly praéticable bv thofe 
openings which the hand of Providence 
had made in two of the highett offices. 
He met Mr Pitt, and tried to conciliate 
him to the K.’s fervice im conjunéion 
with his brother-in-law Mr Crenville, 
The attempt met with infuperable difi- 
culties on the part of Mr Pitt, who would 
not liften to any propofition by which he 
fhould be yoked in bufinefs with Mr 
Grenville. When the EF. of B. found his 
firf} projet of a coalition inadmitiible, he 
reforted to a fecond expedient for the 
gaining of Mr P:tt to the public, bv fuch 
arranvements as might foften the re- 
moval of thofe among the K.’s fervants, 
whom that gentleman did not approve of 
in the {tations they then held; and he 
parted at la‘t from that meeting of Mr 
Pitt in a belief that the latter would en- 
gape in ediminiftration. 

Mr Pitt was foon afterwards admitted 
to the honour of two or three confe- 
rences with a much higher perfon; in 
which his conditions were fully propofed 
and confidered; and which ended unfore 
tur ately in his excufing himfelf trom then 
entering [xxv. 468, 81.] into the K.’s 
fe: vice. 

The conditions upon which that treaty 
fplit, had no relation to the E. of B.’s por 
litical Gtuation, which had never been 
mentioned or pointed at in the converias 
tion hetween Mr Pitt and him, or in the 
fubfequent conferences before mentioneds 

The E. of B.'s fucceflive plans of anew 
adminifiration proving thus abortive im 
the experiment, the K. permitted the 
fubfifting members of his cubinet-council 
to remain in their feveral departments, 
and to f!! up the vacancies in that body 
according to their own judgment; and 
they accepted of his gracious indulgences 
offering no terms whatfoever relative to 
the EF. of B. nor making any ftipulations 
whatfoever with him. 

In purfuance of their powers, they pro 
moted the Earl 6f Sandwich to the a 
Lord Epremont’s feals, and the Duke 
Bedford to the council-chair of the late 
Lord Granville. By whet inducements of 
Guange et circumitances thale gentlemen 
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were led from their former purpofe of 
placing the Duke of Leeds at the head of 
the K.’s council, is a fecret to themfelves. 
Certain it is, that the E. of B. had no 
hand in either of the two promotions juft 
now {poke of; for upon the failure of his 
fyftem, in the manner I have related, he 
refolved to concern himfelf no more in the 
affairs of adminiftration. He faw it im- 
pofiible to mix in their confultations with 
friendly intercourfe ; a minifter being at 
the head of the Treafurv, whom he had 
fo Jately confented to difplace for the fake 
of Mr Pitt. He faw it to be equally im- 
praGicable, if he was willing, to offer a- 
ny fecret advice to his fovereign, inde- 
pendently of his official minifters; for if 
they had a fpark of dignity. or evena 
grain of pride in their compofitions, they 
could not continue a day in the K.’s fer- 
vice, after finding their fentiments in bu- 
finefs or recommendations to office over- 
ruled, or other meafures and promotions 
obtruded upon them, by a perfon with 
whom thev had fo recently been offended, 
He wrote a letter therefore (not to Mr 
Grenville, or any other of the minifters) 
but to his pracious fovereian, humbly 
ting the refolution, which, for the K.’s 
fervice, as well as for bis own eafe, he 
hac thought himlelf obliped te take; and 
then to remove. if poflible, all occafions 
of jealouly, he retired to his houfe in Bed- 
forcthire, for the whole enfuing winter 
1763-4. 

I have acknowledged, that the E. of 
B. did interfere in the affairs of govern. 
ment, after he quitted the Treafurv, from 
the time of his return from Knaretborough, 
about the end of May 1763, to the end 
of September or beginning of October 
following, when he retired into Bedford- 
fhire. He did fo, with the conient of a 
fet of minitlers, moft of whom owed their 
tile to his friend{hip, viz. the Earls of 
Halifax and Egremont, and Mr Gren- 
ville ; and he did it by converfations with 
themfelves, not by privately controlling 
their refolutions with hints of opinions 
infinuated into the ear of his fovereign: 
but I do affert, at the fame time, what I 
have folid grounds for believing, that, 
from the period when his plan mifcarried, 
of ftrengthening government by the ac- 
quifition of Mr Pitt, in autumn 1763, he 
hath been a private man, taking no fhare 
er part whatfoever in any of the pro- 
ceedings of adminiftration or as of ftate, 
either by confultation with the fervants 
ef the crown, er by difcourle and fecret 


fuggeftion to the high perfonage who fo 
worthily wears it. The letter above men- 
tioned gave Mr Grenville (whom IF have 
reafon to name upon this occafion rather 
than the reit of the minifters) no claim to 
expect of the E. of B. his retirement from 
the concerns of (tate; no right to com- 
plain of breach of faith, if he fhould af- 
terwards have ftepped forwards, and been 
received by the crown into the manape-~ 
ment of atfairs, either open and avowed, 
or fecret and confidential; becaufe that 
letter had nothing in it of the nature of 
a compact with Mr Grenville, or any o- 
ther perfon. It could not poflibly be any 
part of his inducements for continuing in 
office, alter the flight he had met with 
in feeing Mr Pitt fo much preferred be- 
fore hin by the negotiation of September 
1763; for the letter was not wrote tilt 
he had digetted that indignity, and a 
greed to ftay in the K—’s fervice; nay, 
there was a pafjage in the letter, which 
exprefsly mentioned Mr Greuville’s de- 
termination to keep his employment, ae 
an event that had then aétually taken 
place. The letter, as I have faid, was 
declaratory of the E. of B.’s with and ine 
tention to withdraw from the K—’s bu- 
finels, for reafons which concerned the 
quiet of hic M —’s povernment, as well as 
the repofe of the E. of B. himtelf. He 
has, however, fince the period above 
mentioned, ohferved his refolution with 
as much punétuality, as if he had been 
bound by the moft folemn engagement. 

1. He hath not. fince that time, offered 
advice to the K— for the taking or 
bearing of any ftep in the public affairs, 
domettic, provincial, or foreign ; in par- 
ticular, he cid not lead the Royal opi- 
nion upon the (ul ject of the late regency - 
bill, either in its tirft concoétion, or fub« 
fequent alterations, or in the removal of 
the late miniftry, or the appointment of 
the prefent. Neither hath he atked his 
M. for any pluce, penfion, or emolunent, 
for his acquaintance, frieids, relations, 
or for himfelf. 

2. He hath not confulted or difcourfed 
with the late minifters upon any branch 
of public bufinefs, fince the time fpeci- 
fied ; indeed he hath {carce been in the 
fame room with any of them, except per- 
haps in a public place, and that very 
rarely ; nor hath he applied to thofe gen- 
tlemen for any favour of yovernment, exe 
cept a fimall place of about 100]. per ann, 
which he employed an acquaintance to 
ak in his Lordfhip’s name of Mr ~_— 
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ville in the fummer 1764, and which that 


gentleman promifed to give when it fhould 
fall; and thishas nothappened. J, 


pe Leigh, OG. 12. 1765. 

R Facing lately in the public papers, 

of aman, who, by drinking beer in 
a cellar, did therewith {wallow a wafp, 
which, flinging him in the throat, was 
the caufe of his death foon after, it in- 
duced me to offer you a fimilar cafe, but 
of a more fortunate confequence, that fell

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of mitigating the {pafmodic ftrangulation: 
when the following method came fudden. 
ly into my mind, and which, to make 
the more hafte, I made up the medicine 
with my own hands. 

I took fome honey, and {weet oil, with 
a little vinegar, and with a fpoon beat 
them all up well together in an half-pint 
bafon. This mixture I then fet down og 
the table by him, bidding him fwallow a 
fpoonful of it every minute; while the 
neighbour who attended him, and I, fat 
in the fame room to obferve the confe. 
quence. The firft three {poonfuls we 
perceived, by his wry faces, pafled down 
with preat dithculty and pain; after which, 
he foon fwal'owed very eafy, and freely, 
and ipoke out all at once, to our agreeable 
furprife, like a dumb man come to his 
fpeech again, as loudly, and boldly, as 
ever. 

Then I bid him carry the bafon with 
the mixture with him to his lodging, and 
continue taking a fpoonful of it often, 
though feldomer than before, and lie 
down on his bed, and compofe himfelf, 
talking to no one, nor fuffering any one 
to talk to him, leit the choking, I told 
him, fhould return again. He did fo, 
and next morning went well to work, 
and continued eafy without the leait re- 
turn of any of the fymptoms. 

Now, as gentlemen of our profeflion, 
in fuch fudden exigencies, are not always 
at hand, and moft families have the three 
aforefaid ingredients within their own pof- 
feflion, or, at leaft, may foon be obtained 
in the neighbourhood, J thought fuch a 
general publication of this uncommon 
cafe might poflibly prove of univerfal be- 
nefit, and wifh, whenever wanted, it 
may prove as fuccefefal from the hands of 
others, as it did from mine.

An impartial view of the prefent dif/pute 
concerning TAILZIES. 
§ 1. THE word tailzie is fometimes U 
fed to fignify any deftination con- 
taining fubftitutions of heirs: but fre 
qnently it is ufed in a more refiridted ace 
ceptation, fo as to denote only fuch fet- 
tlements as have prohibitions againit con- 
tra@ting debt, alienating, @c. It 1s 
this laft fenfe only that the term is to be 
underftood in this effay. 
As I am a North Briton, it may be 
afked, How I can propofe to write 7 
partially on this fubjed’, teeing all 
are ceeply iaterefied in th verly? 
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verfy? To which I anfwer, It is becaule 
I am one of thofe whofe particular inter- 
eft is ftrongett for tailzies (or perpetui- 
ties), and yet Lam going to write again/? 
them. On the one hand, I have indeed 
an intereit again(t them, in common with 
all my countrymen, from the inconvenie 
encies we fuifer by other people’s tail- 
zies. But, on the other, though I have 
not the honour to be a peer, or the chief 
of aname; yet, being the defcendent and 
reprefentative of the fecond fon of one 
who was both, having my lands handed 
down to me from him by fuceetlion, and 
having the vanity (like many of my coun- 
trymen) to reckon our family ancient and 
honourable, I think I have more reafon 
to make a tailzie, than many of thole 
that have done fo: and have hitherto 
been reftrained, only by two confidera- 
tions: 1. That I thought my ettate not 
confiderable enough to be worth entail- 
ing; and 2. Becaufe I judged tailzies to 
be againft the good of the public, and 
therefore unreafonable in themle!ves. 

By reading what has been faid in the 
preient difpute, I am freed from the firtt 
of thofe two reftraints: and with I could 
alfo be fet free from the fecond; that is, 
I with that tailzies (or perpetuities) were 
confiftent with the good of my coun- 
try, and that I were convinced of my 
miftake in thinking otherwife; that fo I 
might make one myfelf: and therefore I 
think, I cannot fail to write impartially, 
while I am writing againf? them, having 
No intereft on that fide of the queftion, 
but in common with the public interett ; 
efpecially feeing I have not hitherto wrote 
or faid any thing in public on the fubject, 
by which I might be in danger of being 
biafled, in favour of an opinion once pu- 
blicly declared. 

§ 2. The act 1685, concerning tailzies, 
enacts, ** That it fhall be lawful to his 
Majefty’s fubjects to tailzie their lands 
and eftates, and to fubftitute heirs in their 
tailzies, with fuch provifions and condi- 
tions as they fhall think fit, and to aitect 
the faid taitzies with irritant and re/olu- 
tive claufes, whereby, Gc. ——It is al- 
ways declared, that fuch tailzies fhallon- 
Iv be allowed in which the forefaid irri- 
tant and re/olutive claufes are infert in the 
Procuratories of retignation, charters, 
precepts and initruments of feifin, and 
the original tailzie once produced betore 
the Lords of Seilion judicially; who are 
hereby ordained to interpofe their autho- 
rity thereto, and that a record be made in 


a particular regitter-book, to be kept for 
that etfeet, wherein {hall be recorded the 
naines, ——with the forefaid irris 
tant and clanles, Gc.——and 
which provifions and irritant claufes fhall 
be repeated in all the fublequent cos- 
veyances of the said tailzied ettate, to any 
of the heirs of tailzie; and being fo in- 
fert, his Majefty, with advice, crc. declares 
the fame to be real and etlectual, not one 
lv again(t the contraveners and their 
heirs, but allo againit their creditors, 
comprifers, adjudgers,” crc. 

In fome of the pamphlets wrote in the 
prefent difpute, this act has been preat- 
ly condemned, as introducing thele tail- 
zies. The att, indeed, has fo nething 
of that appearance: but the fact is, that 
thefe tailzies were in ule before; and, { 
believe, it was never doubted but they 
were effectual, even apainit creditors, be- 
fore the act was made. Nay, it was 
lately contended, firit in the court of tef- 
fion, and then, by appeal, in the houfe 
of Lords, in the cafe of the Earl of Ro- 
thes, that fuch tailzies made before the 
act, were /Hill good againtt creditors, 
though they be not recorded, as the act 
appoints. But the contrary was found by 
the Lords of Seilion, and their decifion 
affirmed. 

There feems, then, to be no reafon 
for finding fault with that a&. It was 
not made to sutroduce tailzies; but, on 
the contrary, to re/irict them, fo as 
fhould not be eff-ctual againit creditors 
or purchafers, unlefs they were made pu- 
dlic in all the teveral ways above men- 
tioned; by which, perfons intending to 
contract with the heirs of tailze, might 
eafily difcover their danger: and the att 
is very effeciual for this its intention; e- 
{pecially now, fince, by that folemn de- 
cifion, it is found to have a retrofpect. 

Thus this a¢t has anfwered all its in- 
tention, which was a very valuable one ; 
and has thereby remedied one great in - 
convenience of tailzies. Their other in- 
conveniencies were then little attended 
to, not being near fo apparent at that 
tine as they are now; both becaufle the 
number of tailzies was then very {mall to 
what itis now; and becaule the circum. 
ftan-es of this country are greatly alter- 
ed fince that time, in regard to apricul- 
ture, commerce, csc. Alio, befidesthele 
public changes, fuine of the inconvenien- 
cies of a tailzie are of fuch a nature, 
that, frequently, they do not happen 
till after it has long fudlitted; fuch asthe 
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inability of an heir to provide for his 
younger children. 

§ 3. Itis now agreed, that application 
Should be made to the legiflature, for an 
alteration of our law with refpect to tail- 
zies : fothat all the queftions in difpute 
are concerning what alterations fhould be 
anade. 

In the Scots Alagazine there is a very 
full collection of what is material in all 
that has been publifhed on this important 
fubjea ; and feeing this is intended for 
that AJagazine, when we find occafion 
for quoting any of thofe publications, we 
fhall refer to that collection; endeavour- 
ing to avoid the arguments that have al- 
ready appeared. 

§ 4. The chief queftion that has been 
debated, is, Whether perpetuities ought 
to be allowed ? By which I underitand 
juch fettlements ef eitates, as tend to 
perpetuate them in particular families, 
as far as is practicable in this flu€uating 
State of fublunary things. 

The learned and ingenious author of 
the Confiderations on the policy of entails in 
&. Britain, denies this deicription to be 
upplicable to our tailzies: for he fays, 
[xxvi. 601.] It is erroneous to call a 
rvettlement of this kind a perpetuity: for 
the entail ends as foon as the heirs un- 
der it are at an end; and in the perfon of 
the laft heir the eftate returns to be fub- 
jeét to the fame regulations of law which 
take place with reipeét to other eftates.” 

Whether our tailzies may be properly 
terived perpetuities, {hall be confidered by 
and by. Inthe mean time we mutt ob- 
ferve, thet, whether thofe fetthements 
are properly fo called or no, the general 
feope of that author’s arguments is to 
recommend ferpetatties ; as mutt be plain 
to every one who reads his pamphlet. 
For exampie, he argues [xxvi. 603. }, that 
iL is a preat advantage for a trad:ng na- 
tien, e:ther to have little land, or to have 

it locked up from the traders, fo as they 
May hot bave opportunity of purchating. 
‘Jo me this is a flrange paradox; tor I 
think one of the higheit encouragements 
to incultry in trade, is the hopes (which 
moit men of genius, and fpirit in butineds, 
ure apt to entertain) of being at length 
alice to purchafe a land-eflate, with an 
eqreeable country-feat, for a happy re- 
tirerrent in the decline of life. Few of 
them, comparatively, fucceed fo far; but 
the hope animates them all, And when 
any of them does make fuch a purchale, 
the money thereby abjtratted from trade 
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is not commonly loft to it, but is again 
employed in trade, and that by people 
then younger, and thereby fitter tor pulhe 
ing, in bufinefs. 

But anfwers have already been made te 
this pamphlet [128, 94.], which I mutt a- 
void repeating. Since, then, the gene- 
ral fcope of the Con/iderations is to recom. 
mend perpetuities, why does the author, 
in orderto defend tailzées, tell us, that 
they are not perpetuities? Or, fince he 
thinks fit to fay, that they are not fa, 
becaufe, when the fuccetlion devolves up. 
on the laft heir in the fettlement, the 
tailzie is at an end, and the fee becomes 
fimple; why does he not at the fame time 
obferve, that this is a defeé& in our law? 
whv does he not recommend, or at leat 
exprefs a with for, anew law, to remedy 
this defect, and make the, prohibitions, 
with the claufes irrritant and refolutive, 
valid and effeétual for ever, as well a- 
gainft the laft fubftitute and his heirs, as 
again{t all the former? All this would 
be perfectly agreeable to the general 
{train and tendency of his arguments: 
why then has he not expre/sly, openly, 
and in fo many words, recommended fer- 
petuities ? 

§ 5. We fhall perhaps difcover the caufe 
of this, by confidering, that in our tail- 
zies there is commonly a variety of fud- 
ititutions, framed in fuch a manner 4s 
the following: ** Which failing, to B, 
and the heirs-male of his body; which 
failing, to the heirs whatfoever of his bo- 
cy; which failing, to C, and the heirs- 
male of his body; which failing, to the 
heirs whattoever of his body ; which fail- 
ing, to D, and the heirs,” cc.: and 
thus the fubftitutions go on, frequently 
to moft diftant relations, and fometimes 
even to mere ftranzers. 

From which it is evident, that the? 
tailzies are a device to keep the eftates 
entailed for ever ; and that they céa 
fcarce ever fail te have that efled while 
permitted by law; for there can be jittle 
doubt, but the heirs of the body of fome 
of the prior fubftitutes will increafe and 
multiply, fo 2s to take away all probabi- 
lity of the tailzie’s ever having an eM, 
by the fuccefion’s devolving upon the latt 
named, or his heirs; and, in fact, among 


all the great number of tailzies that ow ; 
been made in this country, 1 believe fcarce | 


any inftances can be given of this having 
happened. 


Thus it plainly appears, that our tail- 


zies are really a contrivance, though M* 
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directly and openly, to keep ettates for 
ger entailed; and that theretore thev are 
properly termed porpetuities. Such, we 
fee, fome gentlemen ctoink reson cble. 
Let us then coniider a little this import 
ant point. 

6. Liberty and Property are darling 
odje ts of atledtion. It feems thefe gen- 
tlenen think, that, for the full enjoy- 
ment of this laft blefing, the proprietor, 
if the thing is not of a perithable niture 
fhould have power by law fo to dilpole of 
it, if he pleafe, as to determine wi 
potlets it, and what fhall be its ttate, for 
ever. But they do not advert, that, as 
the experience of all ages has thewn the 
exceilive ule of liberty to be often the 
fore-runner and the caufe of flavery, fo 
fuch an unbounded ule of the right of 
property tends to deitroy it altogether ; 
aud therefore fhould be reftrained bv law. 
Land is the mott fure and valuable kind of 
property. Ifone generation may entail 
it, by fettlements to laft for ever, what 
is left for ali after-ages? They mutt have 
10 property of this valuable kind. 
Tins ablurdity is too manifett to need 
more words. 

¢ 7. It now appears why 
Con fiderations as not expretsty re- 

mmended pers petuities, under that name. 
Thi pailion, it feems, for perpetuating 
his ettate in his furnilv, makes? him think 
them re but he defpaired of 
bringing the penerality over to his opi- 
nion. At the iame time he 
that tailzics,

Suppoie the maker of a tailzie fhonld 
fai ly anc explicitly declare his intention 
Of perpetuoting the eftate in his fanuly, 
Ipake the (ott termi: at to his heirs 
hatfuever, leaving out affix, and 
a pros or declar ation, Tiat ine p on 
bitior ns, with the clauies irritant and efo 
Jutive, thould lift for ever, avd ett c- 
tual, as well cguintt bis hes whatever 
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contravening, as againtt prio: fabitrutes ¢ 
would this provifo he etlectua |? Cert ame 
ly no lawyer will fay that it would. It 
would be null, even by our law as it now 
ftands; which has anly permitted fuch

§ 10. In the Scots Magazine [272. 389. 
445. 501. 555. 614.] there are accounts 
of the refolutions of twenty counties, the 
convention of royal boroughs, the fociety 
of writers to the fignet, and the cities of 
Edinburgh and Giafgow, all of them ap- 
proving of an application to parliament 
for amending our law with refpeét to taile 
zies. One of the counties indeed [ 501., 
and only one of them, is for reitridting 
the intended application, to the procuring 
one fingle amendment, viz. the ** limit. 
ing the quantum of valued rent to he en- 
tailed by any oné man in favour of one 
family.” 

It feems to be the general opinion in 
this country, that if entailing is flill to 
be permitted here, it {hould be limited in 
this refpeét. Some may think, that if 
the Advocates plan be adopted, there 
will be little occafion for fuch a limitation. 
Tcannot help being of another opinion. 
It will till be in the power of an ingrof- 
fer, to fecure, by a tailzie, the duration 
of an immoderate ettate, for at lealt fife 
ty or fixtv vears to come, by tubftituting 
fevera: very young perfons, as heirs in his 
tailzie; before which time, very probae 
bly, it will be renewed: fo that there 
will be a great chance for (uch eftate’s 
continuing entailed for centuries. J] am 
not fer any fort of Agrarian law; that is, 
a aw for hindering any man to enjoy as 
much land a+ he can honettly obtain: but 
an immoderate eftute in one man’s 
fon is a loft to the pudtie; fo it does not 
feem reafonable, that a {pecial law {hould 
authorile the fecuring fuch a public mi- 
fortune, againit the chances which the 
country would have of being delivered 
from it, either by the vice or virtue of aa 
heir; I mean. either by his prodigality, 
or by a lauduble divifion of the eftate a- 
mong his child:en or other relations. 

The hiphett fum that I find hae been 
propofed tor the limitation, is 18.000 I 
Scots of valued rent. This cannot be 
fuppofed lets than 3000 1. Sterling of real 
rent: and, in many parts ef Scotland 
which have been lately much improved, 
it may amourt to 5 or 6000]. or more. 
Surely this is a fufficient ettate, in Scot

€12. To me, allthe heads propofed by 
the Advocates appear fo proper and ra- 
tional, that I imagine they will meet with 
little oppofition in parliament, except 
from thefe whofe minds are bent upon 
the impra@ticable project of perpetuating 
their eftates in ther families whether 
poflerity will or no; which, it is to be 
hoped, will be but a very imall number 
of the members. 

Such gentlemen have endeavoured to 
perfuade us, that the Auvocates plan is 
calculated for multiplying law-fuits, by 
introducing the tru/?-deeds of England, 
and by increafing the number of rankings 
and fales. The former we have fpoke of 
already: and as to the latter, the pro- 
pofed alterations of our law feem more 
apt to diminifh the nun ber of ranking: 
and judicial fales, than to increafe it. 
For, as our law now ftands, it often hap- 
pens, that a pentleman poiieiied of a 
Jarge tailzied ettate, has alfo a fall one 
not entailed. By exceedine his income 
but a little, for atraét of veurs, and that 
fo little a: not to be thouslt to exceed 
it; though he lives in {plendor to day, 
he dies a bankrupt to morrow, and that 
though he traniimits a plentiful ettete to 
his heirs of entail. Thus there comes to 
be a ranking, and a judicial fale, oi his 
imall eftate: whereas, had the tarizie 
been at an end, there would have been 
Neither ranking nor judicial fale ; but 
the heir would have fatistied the creditors; 
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and that, probably, even without any 
voluntary fale. So that, ae often asa 
new law fhall have put an end to a tail- 
zie m fuch a cafe, fo often it will prevent 
a ranking and fale 

In one refpeet, indeed, (and, I think, 
m ne other), the Advocates have an in- 
tereftin the tuccels of their plan; both a 
Reneral intereit, as North Britons, anda 
particular one, as lavvers; becaule it 
tends greatly towards the profperity of 
Scotland, and the increaf- of her rch- 
es, if ‘he (who has been fo much defpifed 
for her poverty by her more opulent 
fitter) mav vet be fiid to have any rich- 
es: for it is well known every. where, 
that, as riches increafe, fo do law-iuits 
ulually in proportion ; for wealth furnith- 
es both abihty to contend, and fubdjedcts 
of contention.

A defcription of the iflind of Ana Bona ; 
ina letter from @ gentleman, who touch- 
ed there in his paf/age to St Helena, to his 
friend in London, dated, St Helena, July 
10. 1765. 


AFer leaving England, we met with 

nothing remarkable, except a view 
of the famous pike of Teneritte, till Feb. 
19. when we made Ana Bona, a {mall 
land Iving direétly under the line, which 
J thal! attempt to give you fome idea ot, 
from the few oblervations I made while 
there. 

Tins ifland is entirely mountainous ; 
yet produces all the neceil ries of life in 
great plenty. Fowls, both tame and 
wild, abound in it; with plenty of tole- 
rable poats and theep, and excell*nt pa- 
{ture for them, the mountains !eing co- 
vered with verdure to their very tops. 
It produces, likewile, Indian corn, and 
caflada in abundance ; with moft of the 
tropical fruits, fuch as oranges, limes, 
cocoa-nuts, pine apples, &c. Cotton too 
and {ugar thrive very well there ; the rit 
of which ts ex ellent; and the I om 
apt to think would be fo too, cid they 
know how to cultivate it properly, of 
cure it when cultivated 

The inhabitants are entirely blicks, 
and very numerous. They are under the 
protection of the King of Portagai. by 
whole governor of St Thomas thev have 
a governor appointed from among them- 
felses, but pay no fort of or es 
to him. They protels the Roman Catho- 
lic religion; and have prieits from among 
themlelves, likewife educated at St 
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mas’, to officiate. 
broken fort of Portuguefe. Monev thev 
have none, nor do they know the ule of 
it; jo that the only method of trading 
with them is by barter; in which they 
flew a preat deal of judgment, preferring 
a fcray of cloth that they can convert in- 
to a cap, or any little ute, to the gaudi- 
eft baubles you can offer them: thoush 
if they were at half the pains in raifing 
cotton, and manufatturing it, the art 
of which they feem to underftand very 
well, as they are at in rearing ftock, de. 
which they pive in exchange for old 
cloaths, they might be fupplied with 
nore than futhcient for their own con- 
fumption, without depending on fuch an 
uncertain method of being fupplied, as 
from the few iheps that cal] there. 

If by avarice is underfteod the bare luft 
of hoarding up money, they mult be free 
from it, as they have none; bat in the 
more peneral fenfe of the word thev may 
be acculed of it, dicovering the 
preedieft ditpofition in all their dealinas. 
Wer have they any principle of honetty, 
but boait in being able to over-reach one 
another as well foreigners. Jealouty 
thev entire f{irangers to, and w 
chearfully fend their wives and daugiiters 
to the higheit bidder. 

The town before which we anchored 
(which, to the beft of my information, 
is the Jargeft in the land) was compofed 
of animmente pomber of fall huts, with 
a pretty larce ore that thev honoured 
with the name of church, and one fome- 
thing in which the governor hi 
who, knowing us to be Fnolifh, for whom 
they have the greafelt veneration, and 
imagining us to be a man of war, from 
cur fize and guns, as foon as ever we an- 
chored, cane on board m his barge, 
(which, by the by, was nothing but a 
hollowed tree), to pav his relpects to the 
captain; who treated him very courteoul- 
lv; and, in return tor a few trifling things 
ne had brought by wav of preient, pave 
him acompleat fuit, and equip- 
ped his attendants; but infifted upon the 
fame privilece asa man of war, of paying 
no duties ior the liberty of trading. 

During the time we ftaid here, whic 
was very fhort, we were plentifuliv fup- 
plied with every thing the ifiand produ- 
ces, at the cheaneit rates imaginable, 
entirely owing to their ignorance of the 
real value ef their commodities,

“© Edinburgh, Dec. 9. 1765. Ata 
meeting of the Facuity of Advocates on 
the 28th of November laft, the Lord 
Advocate made the following motion : 
‘© That, as the matter of entails had been 
long under the ferious confideration of 
the Faculty, and as thev had the tatis- 
faction to find their endeavours in this 
particular have met with general appro- 
bation, it was now incumbent on them 
to confider of the moit proper wav of 
bringing the matter into parliament, and 
thus difcharge themielves of a ——

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which they had taken fo much trouble for 
the general good of this nation: That for 
this effect the Faculty fhould recommend 
it to their Dean, to tran{mit a copy of the 
heads for a bill prepared by them [201], 
together with a letter to be wrote by 
him, to fuch of the Peers of Scotland as 
have a feat in the Mott Honourable the 
Houfe of Peers, to fuch of the members 
of the Faculty as are of the houfe of Com- 
mons, and hikewife to the Lord High 
Chancellor of England, Lord Mansfield,

Both motions being feconded, 

the queflion was put, ** Proceed, or De- 

Jay?”? and the houfe being divided, there 

zppeared only fix members in fupport of 
Mr Dalrymple’s motion: all the reft of 
the meeting, which was pretty numerous, 
were for, ** Proceed.” Accordingly the 
Faculty recon.mended it to the Dean, to 
write letters, and to tranfmit copies of 
the heads for a bi!l, as in iny Lord Advo- 
cate’s motion, gucmprinum, that this af- 
fair might be brought into parlament 
this winter-feilion. 

Mr Dalryirple, in his own name, and 
of thoie who fhell adiere to his fenti- 
wwents, bas given in to the Faculty of 
Advocates, atid to their cleik, the joilow- 
ing reaions of ciflent : 

1. Becaule the tranfinitting to fuch a 
number of Peers, and memlers of the 
houfe of Commons, a craught of a bill, 
unhinging one fifth of the private fettle- 
ments of land-eftates in Scotland, which 
bas not been countenanced by the judges 
of the court of tedion *, atid not approved 
by the fociety of writers to the fipnett,

teilzies in Scotiend, mterted [404—407. } 
above, entire, have been afcribed [414.] 
to them. 

Their refolution [445.] was in thefe 
words; “Lhe Society arc unanimoufly of 
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the other two bodies of the college of ju- 
ftice, though the concurrence of both has 
been afked to it, is unprecedented, and 
will be looked upon, by tl.: landed in. 
tereft, as officious, and of dangerous exe 
ample. 

2. Becaufe we underftood, that this 
draught of a bill was not to be fent to 
thofe who have weight to promote it in 
parliament, unlefs it was known to be a- 
preeable, in general, to the counties of 
Scotland. It was in order to gather the 
voices of thofe counties, that copies of 
the draught of the bill were fent, by the 
Faculty, to all of them, and that returns 
have been received by the Dean of Fa- 
culty, as we are informed, from many of 
them ; but as thete returns have not been 
laid before the Faculty by the Dean, and 
as it has been refolved to traniimt the 
bill to the Peers and others mentioned in 
the motion above agreed to, without lay- 
ing the returns on the table, for the per- 
ulal of the Faculty, though moved and 
infiited for, it is impoflible for the Fa- 
culty to know, from thofe returns, what 
the voice of this country is, with regard 
to their cGraught of a bill, We under- 
ftand it to be the common courte of bufi- 
nels, in all focieties, that when a fociety 
gives direétions to their prefes to write for 
intelligence of any kind, the intelligence 
which he receives ought to be communi: 
cated to the fociety. 

3. We are afraid, that letters wrote 
to fo many men im high rank, in the 
name and bv authority of the Faculty, 
declaring, that the law of entails is difa- 
preeable to this country, and tranimitting 
a drevght of a bill framed by fo reipecta- 
ble a bedy as the Faculty of Advocates, 
for altering that law, may give a credit 
and authority to the draught of the bill, 
to which it is not intitled, in the opinion 
of the landed intereft of this country, fo 
far as we are enabled to judge of it. 
We can form no judgment of the voices 
of countysmeetings from returns to the 
Dean of Faculty which bave not been laid 
before the Faculty ; but we are informed,

draught is agreeable in general to the 
Janded intereft of this country; for tho’ 
a few counts-meetings have approved, 
very near as many have dilapproved of the 
eflential parts of the plan of it, and moit 
of them have left a bill affecting them- 
felves, their potterity, and their country, 
to be adjutled by the wifdom of parlia- 
ment, and not by the witdom of the Fa- 
culty of Advocates.” 

The counties of Fife and Caithnefs 
have publifhed their refolutions concern- 
ing entails [614 The gentlemen 
of Fife do not approve of the Advocates 
plan, but are of opinion, that our en- 
tail-laws require fome amendments, which 
they fubmit to the wifdom of the legifla- 
ture. Thofe of Caithnefs think ene 
tails a great grievance; and that, if at 
all authorifed, every heir of entail thould 
be impowered, to provide for his younger 
children, and for his widow ;—for the 
children to the extent of three vezrs rent 
of his eftate, to be divided as he thinks 
proper; or, if he negleéts to make fuch 
provifion, that every younger child be in- 
titled to half a year’s rent ; and that the 
heir fucceeding be obliged to find bal, or 
fequeitrate a part of the entailed ettate, 
for the payment of thefe provifions ; — 
and for the widow, a liferent of a third, 
or at leaft a fourth of the free eftate, if 
fhe is not properly provided for otherwife 
of confent: that heritors ought certainly 
not to {pend more than their yearly in- 
come ; nor need any body give too much 
credit to perfons fubjected to entails ; but 
as people marry, and have children, their 
wives and children ought to be provided 
for according to their ttations: that the 
debarring heritors from piving long leates 
IS a great inconveniency attending en- 
tails: and that, on the whole, entails 
oupht to be abrogated entirely; at lealt, 
that it ought not to be lawful to entail an 
eitate of a yearly rent under 10001. Ster- 
ling, or to entail too great an eftate in 
one family; acknowledging, neverthele(s, 
that it is rational in a man to tie up the 


hands of a fon or fucceffor whorn he fees 
to be vicioutly difpoled; hut adding, that 
the imbargo fhould go no further. They 
conclude with naming two of their num- 
ber who refide in Edinburgh, to meet 
with the gentlemen named by other 
counties to concert a proper application 
to parliament on this fubject. 

** Edinburgh, Dec. 14. 1765. In the 
night between Wednefday the rrth and 
Thuriday the r2th initant, and in the 
two nights following, numbers of riotous 
perfon: did forcibly enter the houfes and 
pofleflions of feveral inhabitants of this 
city, and in the neighbourhood, on pre- 
tence of fecking meal and grain; and, 
after committing great wrongs and mif- 
demeanors, did forcibly and theftuoufly 
carry off meal, barlev, houlehold furni- 
ture, linens, flockings, and other effeas 
belonping to thefe inhabitants and their 
families.” This account is taken from 
an acvertifement publifiied by authority 
of the Lord Provo{t of Edinburgh, and 
the theriff-depute of the county, by 
which they offered a reward of sol. Ster- 
ling to any perfon who would difcover one 
or more of thefe offenders, fo as they 
might be fecured: to be paid on convidtion, 
andthe intormer’s name carcfully conceal- 
ed. —— The incorporations of Mary's 
chapel, by an advertifeinent of the fame 
date, gave notice, That if any of their 
fervants fhould be concerned in fuch rio- 
tous proceedings, they fhould, if appren- 
tices, forfeit their fredom; and if jours 
nevmen, be forthwith difcharged, and 
never for the future employed. 

On this oceafion, as on a fimilar one 
fii. 577-], an aét of council was pafied, 
formerly [624.] mentioned, for inturing 
prain and meal coming to the city-mar- 
kets againft mobs; which was read in all 
the churches the Lord’s day next after its 
date: and thefe prudent meafures had the 
defired effect ; for all has been quiet fince. 
We infert the aét of council entire, 


“At Edinburgh, the 21ft day of De- 
cember 1765 years. The Lord Provott, 
Mapgiftrates and Council of Edinburgh, 
taking into their {: rious confideration the 
manifeit inconveniencies that may arife to 
this populous city, if the markets are not 
fufliciently fupplied with mea] and other 
grain, and a timely put to the riots 
and tumults which for fome time patft 
have prevailed in this city and neighbour- 
hood, which may occafion a great Icarcitv 
ef grain in this city and country, unlets 
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fuffcient fecurity is piven to fuch as are 
ready and willing to fupply the markets, 
againit unlawful attempts to feize, de- 
ftroy, or carry off their meal or grain: 
THERE!IORE, in fu!l confidence of the 
hearty and zealous atliltanee of every bur- 
gefs and inhabitant of this citv and liber- 
ties, who hath his own intereft and that 
of the community at heart, to quell and 
fubdue any commotion or riotous attempt 
that may hereafter happen to be foment- 
ed, railed, or carried on, for invading the 
Qranaries, or carrying off the grain be- 
Jonging to any perfon whatioever, intend- 
ec, or that may be intended for fupply- 
ing the markets of this city or fuourbs, 
DID, and hereby Do, after advifing with 
feveral of the principal inhabitant: of this 
city, RESOLVE to indemnify all and e- 
very perfon and perfons who fhall, ofter 
the date of theie preients, import, or 
caufe to be imported, any parcel of meal, 
flour, or any grain, in greater or -lefler 
quantities, from any place whatever, by 
fea or land carriage, into the city of E- 
dinburgh, or port of Leith, for fupplying 
the markets ef this city, fuburbs or pri- 
vileges thereof, againit any Jofs or da- 
mape they mev tuftsin, by anc through 
the invading or brevking open their gra- 
naries or other repofitories, or by and 
through the violent feizing or carrying off 
their grain or vigiual in the traniposta- 
tion fiom the port of Leith, or the adjs- 


cent country, coming to the market of 


this citv, or to any granary or repofitory 
for meal or vidtual within the fame. 
LIkEAS the Lord Provoft, cnd Magi- 
{trates and TVown-council aforsiaid, do, 
by this their public and infi;ument, 
bind and ob jige themteles, and their fuc- 


ceflors in office, and the Community of 


the faid city ef Edinburgh, to fecure and 
indemnify the imperters of victucl and 
grain of all kinds into the citv of Fdin- 
burph, or the port of Leith, for the mor

PROVIDING 
always, That the perfons intending to 
take the benefit of this aé@, thall, from 
time to time, give in to the Lord Provoit, 
or one of the Magiltrates, an exact ace 
count of all meal, flour, or grain, im. 
ported by them, and that within twenty. 
fur hours after the fame is imported; 
end, as often as they fell and diipofe of 
the faid meal, flour, or grain, they hall 
not fy their fo doing, by giving in a note 
of the quantity fo fold or difpofed of, to 
the Lord Provoit or one of the Magi-

fia, continue to make great efforts for 
recovering their ancient “privileges In e- 
very refpe2; but it is doudted whether 
they wiil fucceed fo far as to have any 
fhare, for the future, in the principal of- 
fices and dignities of the ftate. 

In the inter-reign Count Brunicki, great 
general of the crown-army, a fuppoled fa- 
vourerot the views which the houfe of 
Saxony ftill had to the crown, behaved 
with fuch obflinacv in regard to orders 
piven him by the then proper authority, 
that the diet of convocation deprived him 
of his command. Notwithftanding that 
decree, he continued at the head of the 
army, till, after fome fkirmifhes with a 
body of Poles joined by Ruffians, his 
troops deferted him, and he found hime 
felf obliged to take refuge in Hungary. A 
trong confederacy having been formed in 

he great duchy of Lithuania, to oppofe the 
elevation of a foreigner to the throne, 
particularly one of the Saxon family, 
Prince Radzivil, palatine of Wilna in 
that duchy, and reckoned to be in the 
fame intereit with Branicki, did what he 
could to break the confederacv, even to 
the extreme violence of ravaging the e- 
{tates of fome engaged in it. He ale 
fo was obliped to flee, and retire into 
the Turkifh dominions. The Lithuanian 
confederacy iflued a decree againft Pr. 
Radzivil, by which difpoflefled him 
of his palatinate and other dignities, and 
allotted a part of his eftates to Count 
Fieming, great trealurer of Lithuania, 
to indemnity him for the damage which 
that prince did on his eflate, another part 
to bis creditors, and the rett to a younger 
brother. Soon after the eleétion was o- 
ver, Branicki fubmitted himfelf to the 
King, and received his pardon. Near the 
bepinning of laft vear there were ac- 
counts, that Radzivil, by means of a ve- 
Ty povertul med:ation, had made his 
peace with his Poliili Majettv; in conle- 
quence of which it was expeé ted, that he 
would foon return b ome, and be re-eltas 
biithed in the pofletion of his eftates and 
honours; which was the more neturally 
fuppoted, as he had been married to the 
King’s own fitter. But according to next 
advices, a courier had been intercepted 
on the conhnes of Turky, coming te 
Count Branicki, from the Grand Vizir 
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who was afterwards depofed, as Tready 
mentioned, with letters in cipver, by 
which fome ftate-intrigues, extremely in- 
terefting to the court of Warfaw, were 
brought. to light. Nothing lefs than a 
dangerous conlpiracy was talked of, but 
verv few names were hinted at to the 
public. We were told, that the King 
wrote to Branicki, to repair direGily to 
court, in order to inrorm his Majetty of 
his correfpondence with the Oitoman 
Porte. What account he gave of the 
matter, we did not learn; nor had we 
anv notice of hic being fo much as taken 
into cuftody. It was affured, however, 
that difcoveries were made of Pr. Radzivil 
having engaged ina verv hazardous enter- 
prife with the Count, which had eifectually 
cut off all hopes of that nobleman’s being 
reinitated in his former fituation. Not- 
withfanding all which, advices from 
Dre den in the end of the vear bore, that 
he was preparing to fet out from thence 
tor Warfaw, to make his fubmidion to bis 
M jetty. 

According to accounts not long ago re- 
ceived, there was {till a body of Rufian 
troops in Pohfh Pruifia, which would not 
quit the country till the Ottoman Porte, 
and the courts of Vienna, Verfailles, Ma- 
drid, and fome others, fhould in form ac- 
knowledge the election and ccceilion of 
his prefent Polifh Majeitv. Advices which 
arrived in the end of lait year informed, 
that the Porte had actually made fuch an 
acknowlecpiment, and the court of Vien- 
na had appointed a nobleman of particu. 
Jar dittinétion to make it at Warfaw. 

tn confequence of a reform among the 

vers, his Polith M. after the ex- 
un of the King of Peul has direet- 
ec, that no fuit fhal!, forthe future. re- 
main undecided, in anv court of juitice, 
bevond a vear anda day. As many per- 
fons are not in circumttances to pay for 
counfellors of the afl: florial tribunal, his 
Mejeity has ordered fome members of that 
tribunal to undertake their caufes gratis, 
in order that they may have juttce done 
them. Though this is not wicommon in 
our country, we fuppofe it as new in Po- 
land, 2s what relates to the 
law fuits is there, and would be here if 
introduced; and that it is an jinprove- 
ment drawn from his Majefty’s obferva- 
tions during his travels. 

Jn the end of 1764, and foon after the 
coronation-diet feparated, the hereditary 
Prince of Courland, which is a fief of Po- 
land, foleimnly did homage, took the u- 
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ical oaths, and received from his Polith 
Majetty the inve‘titure of the duchies of 
Courland and Semigallia, on behalf of his 
futher, Duke John Erneftus Biron, as well 
as of himfelf. ——— There was « general 
diet of the itates of that duchy hela lit 
fummer, on which occafon we were in- 
forimec, that eighteen diftris openly e- 
fpoufed the caule of Prince Charles of Sa- 
xony, who fome time ago was 
Dake for feveral years 4. while 
Duke Biron had only nine diftricts in his 
intereit; motwithflanding the tevere or- 
Cers which his Poltth Majefly had acdref- 
fed to them, and the threatening decla- 
rations which the Enpreis of Rufiia bad 
cauled to be made, for engaging them tu 
change their conduct. Not long after 
thofe accounts, we had others, importing, 
that fixteen of the principal perfons wie 
formerly refaled to acknowledge Duke 
Biron, had paid him homage about the 
6th of June, and that about the ike 
number had acknowledged his tithe by 
Jetter. Advices dated the 1oth of that 
month bore, that preat numbers of the 
nob lity of Poland fof Courland we rec- 
kon it fhould have been} had fummoned 
Duke Biron to appear before the tribunal 
of relation at Warfaw, to anfwer ejoht 
articles of accufation which had 
formed againit him. According to the 
lateft accounts received within the year 
particularly under review, his Polith Ma- 
jefty, accompanied by the coun/ellors and 
minifters of the crown, went, on the 
30th of Odober, to the council-chamber, 
where the affair of the Courlanders a- 
gainft their Doke was brought on the tae 
pis; but nething was conclud 
day, the decifion being poltpened till 
6th of November. What further Muay 
occur relative to the fubjedt, will ot 
courfe fal! to be taken notice of in) our 
Magazines of this year. 

The court of Russia concluded a trea- 
ty laft year with that of Denmark, the en- 
fapements contained in «hich were faid 
to have fome relation to Hol eis, a duc by 
in Germany, belonging partly to his Da 
nifh M. jefty, partly tothe G.eat Duke of 
Rulha, as heir to his Fether the 
Pete: IIT. We were ‘informed, that the 
old propofal of exch oncing Ruffian HU 
for the counties of Olde larg and 
horfi, belonging to the King of Denar 
in Germany, was again taken into coifi- 
deration; but, though the . ticles of the 
treaty were net communicated to the pu- 
blic, we think there is reafon to frppo'e 
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that no decifion was inade on that head, 
the Gre.t Duke of Rua not being of 
ape. It may be reckoned, however, tuat 
the afyir ot Holftern was fo far fettled, 
ae that it will not for fome time ditturb 
the tranquillity of the North. 

Thet court alo concluded a new trea- 
ty of commerce with G. Bitain; the pre- 
cile erticles of which we did not get no- 
tice of ; bot were told, that, in confe- 
guetice of it, the Britith merchants will 
enjoy forne concefions im regard to the 
mott vwaluchle exports of Ruvia, paiticu- 
Jurly Siberian furs, iren, quickfilver, and 
{altpetre, with diberty to eftablith a fac- 
tory at Aflracan, on the river Wolpa. 

Ad ve ficm Pete: tburg, dated in June, 
Intormec, that to generals were tet out 
from therce, to join with Polith commif- 
faries*n crawing a line of boundary be- 
tween thefe two ftates; a thing which 
has been long wilhed for, in order to 
the: mutual peace.

{o far prevailed, that it was broken off, 
the fenate hoping that the diet would a- 
pree to her propofals. 

On the 15th of January, an extraor- 
dinary diet of that kingdom met at Stocks 
holm. There were taid to be three par- 
ties init; the French, the B.itifh, and 
what was called the national one. What 
was meant bv the two firft, may be eafi- 
lv known, after what has been already 
{aids and, according to information, the 
leading principles of the lait were, that 
Sweden thould rot enter into engaye- 
ments with any clher powers, nor endea- 
vour to extricate herfelf out of tim'sarrail- 
ments by foreign fubfidies ; but make ule 
ef application and oe onomy to recover 
her priftine independence and dixsnity. 
The party of France preva led; fo: that 
power, with the content of the diet, con- 
cluded a new fubfidy-treaty with Sweden, 
by a private artic.e of which it was {li u- 
lated, that the latter fhould build a cer- 
tain numer of ital thips, for the fer- 
vice of his Moft Chriftian M jetty, with 
ell expedition. The court of Verfa lles, 
at the fame time, enpaged to pay the ar- 
reais of tu fidies, amounting to twelve 
millions of livres, within the {pace of 
eigit years, at the rate of a million and 
abalf annuatly. Toward. the end of the 
year, we wad notice from Hainburg, that 
fhe hid aétu ily remitted a milion and a 
half to Sto.kuolm. If it be true, as was 
lately given out, th t the tates of S vee 
den have prohibited the exportation of 
timber from that kingdom, and Pomera- 
nia on the fouth fide of the Bultic fea, it 
muft be in order to have plenty fo: ful- 
filling engagements with France. in re- 
gard to tie building of fhips, and perhaps 
with defign to favour the views of that 
power in other re'pedcts. 

The order ot Peafants made application 
to the diet for the privilcye of acquiring 
frechold ettates, and of making them he- 
reCitarv in their tantiies, which bad 
merly been reitricted to the Noblefs ; but 
their petition was rejected by the chain- 
ber of Nobles, after very warm debates : 
A fevere check to induftry, and to that 
in general which mott directly tends 
tomeke a nation brave, great, and inde- 
pendent. 
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A general pardon, at the defire of the 
diet, was granted to all perfons concern 
ed in the confoiracy formed in 1756 
[xviii 187. 231. 344. 393. 444. 509 J: 
in confequence of which thoie of tucm 
who had fled aid Seen out laved, were 
allowed to return to their native country, 
thofe confined to prifon were fet at !oer- 
ty, and all of them were reftored to their 
former privileges, and reinftated in the 
polleition of their eltates and dignities. 
Though this meafure met with much op- 
pofition, shen celiberated on in the diet; 
yet we were informed, that after being 
canied, it gave pen-ral fati-f:tion, par- 
ticularly to the court. 

A plan of an ordinance was {ent by the 
flate- to the fenate, to be publithed, a- 
gaint! Juxury, not only in regard to the 
pomp of cloaths and equipaves, but alto 
to tue coftlinets of table, and everv ex- 
penfi e fuperfluity of which oaly ftrangers 
rea) the advantage. 

Tie deputation appointed by the ftates 
for receiving the impo'ts, after incuiring 
into the fituation of affairs, found, that 
th: revenues were far from being able to 
anfwer the neceilary public expence of 
the years 1765 and 1766; but declared, 
that they could provide for the exigen- 
cies of thofe two vears, without any new 
taxes, if the ftates would fupprets ail 

nfions and falaries extraordinary, wou!d 

ring back to the profit of the crown all 
rights and privileges alienated from it, 
and reftore all the fums advanced by the 
crown, without utilitv to the ftate, and 
to the prejudice of its conftitutions. 
What became of that propefal we did 
not hear. Perhaps more felf-denial was 
requifite for carrying it into execution, 
than the preat lords were matters of. 

An intended marriage of the Prince 
Roval of DENMARK to the Princefs Ca- 
rohne Metilda, bis Britannic Maj- ftv’s 
younpett fitter, was declared at the courts 
of Copenhagen and London in the month 
of Javuary laft veor; but the celebration 
of it was delaved till the parties might 
come ta he of more age. Towards the 
end of the year, there were repeated ac- 
counts of his Dunith Mzjeftv being under 
a dangerous dropfy. We do not think 
it requifite to take notice of any thing 
further in relation to that country, than 
that the only durviver of the fix gentle- 
men whom his Majefty, in 1762, fent, at 
his own expence, into Egypt, Ar sbia,

In reviewing the affairs of GERMANY, 
we begin with the court of Vienna. Tat 
court was very attentive to the motions 
of the Turk: duriig 1764, ind in the be- 
pinning of Jatt vear, ctreads taken no- 
tice of eipecially as a treaty conclided 
between her and the Ottom:n Porte, a 
confiderahle numbrr of vear- ago, ex- 
pired in Angult 1763, and after feveral 
propofals by her miniters at Conttan- 
tinople for getting it renewed, they had 
at lenoth receiwed for That, in 
order to fuch renewal, it was neceffary 
to deliver up to the Grand Signior, ov vay 
of hottazes, fome frontiere'o vns in Hoin- 
gary, particularly thofe of Cronitadt and 
Porto Ferraio. An Auttrian army of 
obiervation was kept in Hungary, where 
part of the tr ops were employed in re- 
poiring the principal fortrefles, and rein- 
forcements were diligently (cnt to that 
arnv, till it was clearly feen that the 
Turk: had occafions of importance for 
their forces eliewhere; and then it was 
re alled.—On the sth of Auazuft, the 
Archduke Leopold, fecond fon of their 
Imperial Majefties, was married, at Ine 
{pruck, to the Infanta ef Spain. On oc- 
cafion of celebrating the marriage, the 
Emperor Francis Stephen was prefent, 
and fuddenly died there the 18:h of that 
month. He was immediately fuc. ecded 
in the Imperia! throne, of cou le, by his 
eldeft fon Joeph, in the twenty fifth

The French Protefants fettled at Dref- 
den, canital ot Saxouy, have obtained li-

Towards the end of 1764 we were in- 
formed, that the Evanyelic Body, or Pros 
eftant part of the diet, had unaninoufly 
reiolved, that a Proteftant miniiter thould 
be ins efted with the futh age of Ofnaburp; 
and it was alfo given cut, that all things 
in regerd to both the adminitration and 
the vote had been fettled to his Bri- 
tannic Majeitv’s fatisfattion. The lats

the Eaft Incies, {till inhabited bv de- 
fendents from the ancient natives of 
that country, fell on the Dutch fettle- 
ments along and near the coaft, matlicred 
about 7000 people in them, and cut cown 
and burnt moft of the cinnamon-trees 
they had. The only reafon we heard 
of as given for thole violent proceed 
inps was, that the King had received no- 
tice of a fcheme bdeing formed by the 
Dutch, to maflacre the moft of his tub- 
jects, and render the reit entirely depen- 
dent on them. That affair gave their 
High Mightine fies confider able uneafinets, 
things remaining for fome time in a 
doubttul fituation. At length a power 
ful {quadron was fent from Europe to 
that quarter, with land-tor es on board, 
and towards the end of lalt vear advice 
was received in Holland, that the gover- 


_ nor Van Eck had poffefied himfelf of the 


garriton and palace of Candv: and thit 
the King, with the principal officers of his 
court, hadfled. What fleughter wasmede 
among the natives, we had not the lealt 
hint of in the account: ; but we need not 
much doubt, whether the Dutch will en- 
deavour to improve the advattage they 
have gained, to the literal accomphihment 
of one part of what the King feared, 
namely, the rendering of the whole inha- 
bitants entirely dependent on them. 
FRANCE never fails of furnilhing a 
nuniber ot hifterical articles. Though 
we are far from receiving diftinét and 
connected accounts of all the moft mpor- 
tantevents which happen even there fo 
near at hand, vet from thole which were 
received it might be eafily gathered, that 
leveral parliaments of the kingdom rec- 
koned attempts were made by the court 
laitvear, to deprive the province of Brit- 
cf fome ot the privileges and immu- 
nities referved and affured to it, when it 
formerly came under the dominion of 
the crown. Early in May, the parliament 
of Rennes, capital of that province, find- 
ing the execution of fuch a fcheme infitt- 
ed on, reto.ved to refien their places, but 
in fuch a manner as to continue their 
functions till it might pleafe his Majefty 
to appoint others in their ftead. On the 
2cth of that month, they deliberated a- 
gain upon the fame fubject; and then re- 
fulved, by a great majority, 57 againtt 27, 
to lay down their offices immediately. All 
the members actually religned, except 
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twelve; and thefe fell into fuch con- 
tempt among the mnabitants of Rennes, 
that they were obliged to retire to their 
coujtry feats. The members of that 
parhament, in conlequence of orders from 
the Kinz, atterwards all repaired to 
Rennes, where thev were informed of his 
Injunctions te relume.their offices; but abe 
lolutely refuled to do fo, as no offers to 
redrefs their grievances were mide. Se- 
veral pathiaments fent letters and remone- 
ftrances to his Majefty in favour of that 
of Rennes ; but without effect. One from 
the parliament of Metz was particularly 
admired. Anong many other fpirited 
things, they obferved, that fhould they 
be indifferent {pectutor, of the blows aim- 
ed at tie privileses of provinces, they 
would forget whit they owed to the 
King, tothe nation, and to themfelves; 
would be criminal towards his Wajefty, 
by concealing from ann the truth; to- 
ward the nation, by abandoning its in- 
tereits, with which thev were charged 5 
tovard themtelves, by dilregarding the 
oath under the ties of which they lay; 
nay they would no longer be his Ma- 
jefty’s parliament. Inthe night between 
the 10th and rith of November, feveral 
members of the parliament of Rennes 
were feized by dragoons, and conducted 
to different places. The re{ft were ba- 
nifhed to the diftance of twenty leagues 
from Rennes, and as far from Paris. On 
the 26th of that month, commiffaries fent 
by the King aflembled in the palace of 
Rennes, and regittered five declarations 
of his Majettv: one, giving them the 
title and authority of parliament; ano- 
ther, anvulling the former parliament ; 
a third, ordering five of its members to 
be profecuted ; a fourth, creating feven 
prefidentihips with 100,000 livres each, 
and fifty new counfellors with 25,000 livres 
each; thofe fifty-feven officers, with the 
twelve who did not refian, for the future 
to conititute the porhament of Brittany; 
and one more, exacting two fols per livre, 
with an engagement on the King’s part 
to revoke it in OStober next. It is evi- 
dent from what we faw of remonttran- 
ces which the firft prefident of that 
parliament, as canitituted formerly, pre- 
fented to his Majefly, that they had enue 
merated a muititude of abufes, though 
we did not get particular notice of them. 
In thofe remonttrances it was obferved, 
that the thing the King had to judpe of 
was, Whether to preter the report of an 
interefied minifter, who would have the 

power 
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power of the fovereign without bounds, 
in order to draw every thing to himlelf; 
or the seftimony of a parliament, making 
a numerous body, all the members of 
which, united by their condition, and 
perionally intereited 1 the welfare of Tie 
ration, were no fefs ftrongly attached 
to the fovereipn, by the bonds of a fideti- 
ty often approved, and never feigned or 
treacherous? The remondrances conclu- 
ded with the following remarkably aui- 
mated exprefiions. 

* But if it is pofible for truth to be 
yet concealed from the throne ; if under 
the empire of the mot juft ofkings, fraud 
fhiould be able to bear down Innocence 
under the ttokes of an unjutt adminittra- 
tien; your parliament, Sire, which bas 
already fermthed vou with waims, is 
ready to make other facrifices. Un- 
fhaken in our principles, we fhall ever 
raile our voice apainit every thing that 
may prejudice your glary, and the pro- 
fpenitv of the notion, 

Attuatedonly oy thofe fentimnents which 
eharatteriic the maaiitate, we find our- 
felves honoured with the hitred of thote 
whom the firmnefs of the just man galls, 
and who regard our attachment t juttice 
as the cenfu eof their oan condurt. 

Wihot glory, ideed, tor us, Sire, to 
fce our virtue contecrated by the fpite of 
envy, and lealed with the oppefit.on of 
the eremies of toe Rute! 

Precious reproacies, honourable inju- 
rie Mav oor the good ot France) thie 
mapittrates who fucceed us, eiieem them. 
felves never more happy. than when they 
fhalihave, hke us, the fortitude and the 
courage to ceierve them!”

We cannot well omit the taking no- 
tice once more of what relates to the 
Calas family. In oder that they who 
may begin the reading of our Magazine 
with this volume may have fume tole- 
rable notion of the cafe, we mutt give a 
iketch of it from the beginning ; and in 
thet {hall endeavour to be very brief. 
Mr John Calas, a Proteftant merchant at 
Thouloufe, was fo unfortunate as to have 
cne of his fons hang himlelf, in Odober 
1761. Some of the mob took it into 
their heads, that yous Calas had been 
murdered by his own father, on account 
(fan inchnation they pretended he had 
difcovered to embrace Popery; and a 
blind zeal made the fugneftion to be 
greedily (wallowed by many people in the 
place. The dead young man was tmine- 
Giately reckoned a faint and a martyr; 
and the aged father was condemned, by 
the parliament of the province, to un- 
dergo the ordinary and extraordinary tor- 
ture, then to be broken alive on the 
Wheel, afterwards to be ftrangled, to 
have his body burnt, and his afhes fcat- 
ed inthe air; all which was rigorouf- 
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ly executed, with the addition of infults. 
hy contequence of this, his widow, one 
of his fons, the fervant-maid, and one 
Mr Lavaiile, a neighbour accidentally in 
the houfe that night the vounz mar 
hanged himfelf, were rendered infamous, 
as fuppoied accomplices in the murder, 
and the whole family was involved in po- 
verty and difprace. Some perfons, from 
a regard to them, and the common 
tereits of (uffering innocence, particular- 
ly M. Mariette, a lawyer, who would 
take nothing for his pans, brought the 
affair before the council of ftate at Ver- 
failles. There it was made appear witl: 
the cleareit evidence, that the fon of 
John Calas bad never formed the inoft 
diftant notion of turning Roman Cutho- 
lic; that he had hanged himfelf in a fit 
of melinch ly; that the aged father and 
mother knew nothing of the matter till, 
to their preat furprife and forrow, they 
found him dead; that duriaug many years 
they had lived at Thouloufe, they had 
been remarkable for the excellency of 
their character, and their paternal ten- 
derne(s ; and in fhort every cireumttance 
concurred to clear the father of the un- 
natural crime for which he had tuffered 
fo cruel a death. The King and isis 
council unanimouily agreed, that the ar- 
ret of the parliament of Thouloufe a- 
gainft the uniortunate futferer thou'd be 
ainulled; and the matter was further 
committed to the parliament, not of Boure 
deauy, as was once faid, but of Parts. 
On the oth of March laft year, the fuit 
was brought to a conclufion by that court. 
Widow Calas, her fon, the fervant-maid, 
and Mr Livaifle, were acquitted of the 
horrid accufation, The late Mr C ilas had 
his memory, of former good reputation, 
re-eltablithed. Liberty was granted to 
profecute the judges who condemned him. 
The former procefs againft him, with the 
fentence of thofe judges, were ordered 
to be cancelled 5 and the arret of lits in- 
nocence to be printed, publithed, and 
fixed at all the public courts and places 
required. The parliament alio requetted 
the King to take the Calas family under 
his protection, and to forbid the judees 
of Thouloufe to make ule for the futme 
of proceedings called Lriefs interditi. The 
chief magiitrate of that city, who had 
urged on the condemnation and crecu- 
tion, was degraded from his ard, 
as we were afierwards told, fell into a 
lunacy, of which he died. His Majefty

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During a great part of the year under 
review, there were many complaints made 
azainitt the Count @ E‘taing, Governor 
of St Domingo, the French part of Hi- 
foaniola in the Weft Tndies, charging 
him with having extorted from the in- 
habitants five millions of hivres to excuse 
them fromthe militia of that colony, and 
yet wanting afterwards to fubject then 
to it; of wantonly introducing among 
them the punifl:nent of the carcan, or 
jron collar, which is mide ufe of in 
France only for the vilett criminals ; and 
with other acts of tyranny and oppretiion. 
At lenoth an infurrection happened ; 
which the Governor quelled without much 
ditficulty ; and afterward feized teveral 
perfons fufpected to be the ringleaders, 
whom he fent to France. He allo found 
the way to clear himfelf of the charge 
formerly brought againit him; in confe- 
quence of which he was confirmed in bis 
governinent, and orders were fent him 
to carry the militia-laws into immediate 
execution. Another and more dangerons

Ejtaing endeavoured to fupprefs by mili- 
tary force; but, after a long conteft, the 
habitants conquered, and fome faid, 
that the Governor fled to the Huvannah.

Sime account of the celebrated JOHN 
JAMES ROUSSEAU. 


This extraordinary man was born at 

Geneva, in the year 1708, of a ta- 
mily that boafted few other advantages 
than their virtues and their patriotifm. 
His father was a feller of mufic, and he 
hinfelf was bred to the bufinefs. He, 
Was early taught to regard his country 
With affection, and to feel that enthufi- 
aim for liberty which he hath fince con- 
tended for. One day, he tells us, the 
citizens of Geneva being at their annual 
exercile, when in the evening it was o- 
ver, they joined hand and hand in a 
eance in the market-place, and thus con- 
tinued for fome time, in that innocent 
mirth which is felt by a confcious com- 
nunication of pleafure: In this general 
exultation of the citizens, (continues 
Rouileau), my father caught me in his 
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arms, erving out, ** My fon, love your 
country.” Thofe embraces, and this ex- 
clamation, made the {tronge(t impreflion, 
fo mixing with his tender mind, that 
what might be reafon in others, was al- 
molt conititution in him. 

The earlier part of his life was pafled 
inobicurity, vetnotinindolence. Though 
not profeiled!v bred a fcholar, vet he ads 
dicted himlelf to books, and foon at- 
tempted to improve their initrufions by 
travel, With filent toil, and attentive 
contemplation, Rouilesu went from city 
to citv, obferved the manners as they 
rofe, and caught the outlines of every 
future production. 

Roufleau was almoft thirtv-five, before 
he ever thought of commencing author. 
Not, indeed, that he had never writteit 
till that time; but what he had written 
was only confidered as a private amule- 
ment, rather than a work calculated for 
public infpection. In fact, fo earlv as 
the age of eighteen, he ‘vrote a little 
comedy, intitled, Nuarcij/us; or, The 
Self-Lover; which, however, was not 
a‘ted till the year 17525; when it reccie 
ved but a very cool approbation. 

How he {pent that part of his life from 
eiphteen to thirty-five is unknown ; it is 
fuificient to obferve, that we find him a- 
bout this time at Paris, endeavouring to 
earn his bread by copving mufic. The 
firit work be publithed was called, 7“%e 
garden of Sylvia; a little thing, in whicle 
mmagination holds the place of fenfe. 
One thing remarkable in this production 
is, that he feems to forelfee in it, that he 
fhould one day fiand forth as the cham- 
pion of liberty, and a more inportant 
character ou the ftage of life. 

Every man, whatever may be his fame, 
owes a part of it to chance, and a part 
to abilities. A queftion happening to be 
propofed by the academy at Dijon, 
namely, Whether the revival of arts and 
fciences has contributed to the emenda- 
tion of morals Routleau thoupht this 
a fit opportunity to pive fcope to his pa~ 
radoxical turn of thinking ; and he une 
dertook, with great fpirit, and more e- 
loquence, to prove that arts and iciences 
only contributed to render men more vie 
cious, aid moreunhappy. His dilcourle 
had the defired etlect : it procured him 
the prize le contended for; it procured 
him more, namely, the applaufe of the 
public. The King of Prutlia being a- 
mong the number of thofe who thought 
proper to anfwer this difcourie, was not 
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
